no question of his getting it on the 

first joint ballot Wednesday. 

Governor smith estimates his 
strength on the first joint ballot at 
125 votes. He believes that he will 
get 18, possibly 20, votes,im the senate 
and from 110 to 115 in the house, 

His friends say that Covington and 
Stovall will get a number of compli- 
mentary votes on the first ballot and 
that these will swing to the governor 
when it comes to a showdown, He 
dées not expect to get all the votes 
‘of these two candidates, it is stated, 
but believes that a good portion of 
their strength will come to him.

Evanston bankers yesterday. It was 
said the company had promised the 
bankers it would make good on all of 
the paper_which had been given by 
Pettit on the credit of the concern. 

Insurance Meu Protest. 
Another revelation of the day came 
in the announcement that insurance 
companies holding policies aggregat- 
ing approximately $500,000 on Pettit's 
life wou'd protest the verdict of “ac- 
cidental death” returned by a coroner’s 
jury last Saturday. 

In financial circles-iast night it was 
said Pettit, as, president of the grain 
firm, which is one .of the largest in 
the country, had absolute freedom in 
the matter of borrowing money.

Excerpts Frean the Letters. 

Dated Atlanta; September 28, 1891, 
a letter from Thompson to Martin 
reads in part as follows: ‘

andria, Va., for $800, which you can 
apply to the purpose stated.” 


A letter to Leonard Marbury, attor- 
ngy, of Alexandria, dated Atlanta, No- 
vember 23, was in part as follows:

The soldiers werfe hit by spent 
bullets in the pit at the 200- yard 
range, where the flring was begun. The 
Baldwin Blues, of Milledgeville, and 
the Walton Guards, of Monroe, were 
at the guns. The firing had hardly 

begun before fragments of the bullets 
began striking the members of the 
Jackson Rifles, who were in the pits 
‘acting as marksmen. Only the three 
men named were wounded seriously 
enough to require medical attention, 
aljhough others were peppered by 
fragments of the leaden missiles. 

Practice Is Stopped. 

Just as soon as the situation was 
realized an order was issued to stop 
the practice and the soldiers were 
Permitted to come to Savannah. 

It appears that frequent heavy show- 
ers caused the abutments at the 
range to settle about: feet, leaving the 
steel target supporters exposed. When 
the bullets from the rifles of the vol- 
unteers struck the steel frame and 
supports they were shattered, Striking 
the men in the pits who had been as- 
signed to do the marking. , 

Colonel M. J. O'Leary announced late 

tonight that he had completed the 
task of raising the abutments, and 
that the range is now perfictly :afe 
for firing, and the camp will not be 
moved to St. Simons, as was sug- 
gested, 

He stated that he had notified 
Colonel Harris, of the Second r.¢i- 
ment, that there is now no danger. no 
matter how wild the visitine soldiers 
shoot.

SAFE IS DYNAMITED

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STANDPATISM FOR “INSURGENCY.” 


Extremely sage advice is that which The Chicago Evening Post 
gives the insurgents when it perpetrates a paradox and counsels 
them to adopt some of the tenets of “standpatism.” 

For one of the first principles in the creed of standpatism is 
that it—stays put. There is nothing uncertain or wobbling in its 
course. It has brought upon itself, somewhat justly, the maledic- 
tions of the country. It split the republican party in twain, and was 
responsible for republican defeat at the elections of last fall. 

But its advocates never varied in their attitude; right or wrong! 
Which is a great deal more than can be said for the most militant of 
the insurgents. Starting gut a year and a half ago in flamboyant de- 
mand for tariff revision, they are now, most of them, fighting it 
tooth and nail, in the guise of the Canadian reciprocity treaty. 

Today they form a treaty with the democrats and tomorrow 
repudiate it for a “middle-of-the-road” attitude, or a quasi-alliance 
with the regulars. This moment they are at vicious outs with Presi- 
dent Taft. The next one they are debating the advisability of going 
into his camp for the purpose of defeating the democrats. 

They do not know what they want, or where they stand. Their 
convictions appear to be written on water—and the tide running sea- 
ward! Once with backbones like ranirods, they have suddenly be- 


come jellyfish. 


Altogether they present about as sad a political plight as has 
been witnessed in this country for a good many years. The de- 
mocracy can afford to view it with a commiserating good nature. 
For the more tangled and indecisive the insurgents, the higher and 
more certain the hopes of democratic success in the presidential cam- 
paign of 1912. 

As between the two factions, the regulars appear to incompar- 
ably better advantage. They at least know where they stand, and 
that they expect to keep on standing in the same place.

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THE NEW COMMISSIONER OF EDUCATION. 


Professor Philander P. Claxton, for the past eight years a pro- 
fessor at the University of Tennessee, has just been confirmed as 
United States commissioner of education, succeeding Dr. Elmer E. 
Brown,.and will immediately enter upon his important duties. 

In his new office Mr. Claxton will find a boundless field of work 
open to him, whose possibilities have not recently been fully realized. 

This noted southern educator is well equipped to take advantage 
of the opportunities of his new position and make its influence felt 
in every state of the union. 

Of late years the office of commissioner of education has not 
been a vital icrce in the educational system of the country. Its 
work has been confined largely to a perfunctory compilation of 
statistics of doubtful value, and the publication of essays and 
treatises on such subjects as the technical schools of Germany, and 
the school systems of Sweden and Switzerland. 

Professor Claxton has the opportunity to make of his bureau 
of the interior department what Logan Waller Page made of the 
office ef public roads in the department of agriculture. From a 
useless appendage, it can be converted into a center of educational 
influence of national scope. 

The development of agricultural and industrial schools goes hand 
in hand with good roads. The two things dovetail, and each can 
be made to react in favor of the other. Good roads mean better 
schools, and better schools will spread the gospel of good roads. 

The new commissioner of education graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Tennessee and Johns Hopkins, and studied also in Ger- 
many and Sweden. He has edited educational publications and 
been superintendent of public schools in both North Carolina and 
Tennessee. | 

His work as a member of the southern education board and of 
the Rockefeller sanitary commission has also given him further 
opportunities for investigation into conditions in the south. 

With this groundwork of education and experience, he is 
equipped to put new life into the fossilized department of education 
and make it realize in actual accomplishment what its name implies.

County Courts Abolished 


Representative Payton Believes 
the Legal System Will Be 
Simplified by Vesting Judicial 
Powers in Supreme, Superior 
and Appeals Courts. 


— — — — — 


A bill abolishing all courts, includ- 
ing those of magistrate, city and coun- 
ty courts, below the grade of superior 
courts, was introduced in the house 
yesterday by Representative Claude 
Payton, of Worth county. 

It provides that article 6, section\ 1 
and paragraph 1 of the constitution 
shall be amended so as to read as. fol- 
lows: 

“The judicial powers of this state 
shall be vested in a supreme court, 
a court of appeals, superior courts and 
courts of ordinary.” 

This means that all business now 
transacted by the justice of the peace 
and city and county courts would have 
to be attended to by the superior 
courts, 

“The people could save thousands of 
dollars by the adoption of this amend- 
ment,” said Mr. Payton Monday. 

“Practically all cases tried in the 
magistrate courts that are contested 
go to the superior courts on appeal 
anyway, and to give them original 
jurisdiction would entail no burden- 
some work on them and would check 
the abuses for which these minor 
courts are often made the medium. 

“Take my judicial circuit. In eight 
counties we have eight city courts. It 
costs the people more than $13,000 a 
year to pay the salaries of the judges 
alone and many times that amount for 
other expenses, This could be saved 
by having two guperior court judges 
who could hold four terms a year in 
each county. This method would keep 
the jails cleared of misdemeanor pris- 
oners and save much additional by 
providing early tr‘als of felonies.

Majority Wants a Lease, the 
Minority Enters Pro- 
test. 


Recommending the lease of the Sov- 
ernor’s mansion property to B. M. 
Grant & Co. for a period of ninety-nine 
years and the purchase of a new site 
for the mansion in Druid Hilfs, the 
legislative committee appointed to con- 
sider the sale of the property in ques- 
tion submitted its report to the general 
assembly yesterday morning through 
Governor Smith. 

The report was read to both branches 
of the general assembly and was then 
submitted to the committee on public 
property for consideration and report. 

The terms of the lease of the execu- 
tive. mansion are as follows: For the 
first five years, $12,000 per year; for 
the next ten years, $15,000 per year; 
for the next ten years, $18,000 per year 
and for the next seventy-five years, 
$22,000 per year, making a total of 
$2,040,000 for the entire period, 

The new site recommended by the 
committee for the mansion is in Druid 
Hills, DeKalb county, and about five 
miles from the center of the city. It 
has a frontage of 205 feet along Ponce 
de Leon avenue and a depth of 491 
feet along the curve of Oakdale ave- 
nue. It was offered to the state by 
Forrest & George Adair for the sum of 
$16,000. : ! 

The committee also had under con- 
sideration the selection of a site for 
an annex to the capitol and in this 
connection recommended the purchase 
of the Jackson and Martin lots on the 
corner of Capitol Square and Capitol 
Place, just across the street from the 
capitol. The Jackson lot has a front- 
age of 107 feet on Capitol Square and 
a depth of 275 feet on Capitol Place: 
the Martin lot has a frontage of 105 
feet on Capitol Square and a depth of 
265 feet. Both lots were offered the 
state by Forrest & George Adair for 
the sum of $85,000. 3 

The committee was divided in its 
opinion regarding the lease of the 
mansion property, the majority being 
signed by J. & Davis, chairman; H. A. 
Mathews, Hooper Alexander and J. R. 
McCollum. 

The minority report was signed by 
Joe Hill Hall, of Bibb; H. J. Fullbright, 
of Burke, and Carl Vinson, of Baldwin. 
The minority took the position that 
the committee had no authority to 
recommend a lease, being charged with 
the consideration of a sale, and further, 
that it is unfair for the state to enter 


into competition with other rea} estate 


dealers who are required to pay taxes 
on their property, while the state pays 
none.

Believing That Department Can 
Be of Greater Service to the 
Farmers and More Money 

Saved for District Schools, In- 

| wetttigation Is Favored. 


Amended in a few e par- 
ticulars the Ault resolution calling and 
providing for an investigation of the 
state department of agriculture re- 
ceived the approval of the committee 
of general agriculture from the house 
yesterday afternoon and will be re- 
ported back with the recommenda- 
tion that it do pass. 

It was the first matter taken up by 
the committee at its initial meeting. 
W. B. Kent, representative from 
Montgomery, was designated secretary 
of the committee. The Ault resolu- 
tion being up for consideration, Com- 
missioner T. G. Hudson was sent word 


that the committee would be pleased to 


hear from him if he desired to make 
any statement. 
Ault Urges Passage. 

Meantime Mr. Ault urged the pas- 
sage of his resolution. He stated that 
the matter did not originate with 
him, but came from a farmers’ organ- 
ization in his county. He made it 
clear that no aspersions or reflections 
on any officialg or employes of the 
State were intended, but that the reso- 
lution had been inspired by the opin- 
ion that an investigation would dis- 
close that the agricultural department 
can be made a greater benefit to the 
farmers and return more revenue to 
the agricultural schools than it ie do- 
ing or has ever done. 

Mr. Hudson offered all co-operation 
in his power to the committee. He 
read a copy of the letter written Gov- 
ernor Smith suggesting an. outside 
commission to inquire into the opera- 
tions of his department and the laws 
governing same with the view of mak- 
ing improvements, which he admitted 
were well within the possible. 0 

The commissioner was questioned 
briefly regarding the inspection of 
fertilizers, it developing that it costs 
the state nearly $3 to collect and dis- 
pose of each sample that is analyzed 
and reported on by the department. 
The total cost of this feature of the 
department's work has grown from 
about $18,000 to $36,000 during the past 
few years, though, as a set-off, Mr. 
Hudson claimed that the number of 
Samples collected and analyzed had 
more than doubled during the same 
period. It was shown that they now 
collect about 13,000 of the fermer, of 
which less than one-half are adjudged 
by the state chemist. 


Substitute Voted Down. 


An effort was made to subd¥itute the 
Ault resolution with one providing for 
the appointment of an outside com- 
mittee to investigate the situation and 
report its findings and recommenda- 
tions to the legislature, either this or 
next summer. One amendment in- 
cluded the head of the department as 
part of the committee of inquiry. 

Mr. Ault opposed the proposal te re- 
fer the matter to an outside commis- 
sion or to include the commissioner in 
the same. 

“If we are not capable of investigat- 
ing a state department and passing 
such laws as we find to be needed, we 
had better go home and let others take 
our places,” declared Mr. Ault. And 
with all due respect for the depart- 
ment in question, I do not think it 
proper to permit it to investigate it- 
self, or to permit any other officers 
of the state more or less allied or con- 
nected with it to do the work. It is 
our business to make this inquiry, of 
course, and if need be, requiring, the 
assistance of persons connected with 
other departments of government.” 

All the amendments proposing that 
the investigation be placed in the 
hands of outsiders and the heads of 
the department to be investigated 
were killed. : 

The Ault resolution was accepted, 
virtually as introduced. The pream- 
ble was changed so as to state that 
Commissioner Hudson had invited in- 
vestigation, and it was stipulated that 
all members of the committee to do 
the investigating shall be farmers. 
Even the qualifying word “practical” 
was eliminated. Originally it provided 
merely for a majority of farmers.

TO WRITE LIFE IM PRESSIONS 


I regret to make the. 3 
that Mrs. Lundy Harris, accompanied’ 
“by her daughter, Mrs. Harry Leech, 
goés to Europe next week, represent-. 
ing The Saturday Evening Post, and 
with the assignment to write her im- 
pressions of life as she sees it there. 

All this will prove interesting. All 
Mrs. Harris writes is interesting. But 
her going means that the south has 
lost, for the time being, from her field 
of active literature the individual who 
has contributed thetwo most live,most 
stirring books of this period of south- 
ern writers bits of lite in literature. 
No two books have had more favora- 
ble comment from the northern press 
than have hera. 

Her books contained the truth about 
the element of people she chose to 
write about. Whether it is always 
Dieasing or ‘mot, it was life she pre- 
Sented, with the inevitable failings, as 
well as the strong points which are 
human inheritance. 

Men, without exception, contend 
that the first book written by Mrs. 
Harris, “The Circuit Rider’s Wife,”

One pint of rich chicken broth, one 


ounce of “butter, one box of sliced 
truffles, three dozen peeled olives, one 
bex mushrooms, one box of crest of 
cock, the livers of three chickens, two 
dozen small balls of minced veal, half 
a pint of madeira. Season with salt, 
repper, and a touch of tabasco. Let 
the whele cook for twenty minutes, 
then add a quarter of a pound of but- 
ter rubbed in flour. The sauce should 
be thick when done. Serve the sweet- 
‘breads hot with toast fried in butter. 


Vienna Cigarettes.—Free Half a cup- 
ful of chicken, veal or rabbit from 
skin and bone and chep into small 
dice as fine as ible without actu- 
ally mincing it. Add a tablespoonful 
of chopped boiled ham, a teaspoonful 
of finely minced parsley, some Wie 
if needed, a generous 
pinch of powdered sweet herbs, and a 
tiny pinch of mace. Now make a sauce 
by mixing smoothly together one ta- 
Llegpoonful each of butter and flour 
and stir gradually into this a cupful 
of white stock or milk. When per- 
fectly free from lumps put over the 
fire in a small sausepan to cook, stir 
until it has boiled for three or four 
minutes, and then add one tablespoon- 
ful of sweet cream and a. squeeze of 
lemon juice. Mix the prepared meat 
smoothly into this sauce and let it get 
cool.

If 
his wishes are carried out overcoats 
may be preferable to fans, for he ad- 
vocates sessions beginning the first 
Wednesday in January, instead of the 
fourth Wednesday in June.

Details of the Hurricane Which

a Japan. 

Seattle, Wash., July 10.—Detalle of 
the storm on the Japanese coast, June

were lost, and many ships destroyed.
